An- 
nette Adams of San Francisco was nom- 
inated by President. Wilson today to be 
an Assistant Attorney General for the 
United States. Mrs. Adams is now the 
‘United States Attorney for the Northern 
District’ of California, It was declared 
here in Washington that the office for 
which she was- nominated today is the 

most important and lucrative of any of- 
fice to which & Woman has been appoint- 
ed in the- Federal service.

He has beeh Assistant Attornéy General 
since September, 1917, and as such was 
in charge of the enforcement of the 
Pure Food law, customs laws, and the 
Federal prohibition law. He was City 
Attorney of Chattanooga and was 
Mayor of that city from 1905 to 1907. 
He is ‘61 years oid. '

SAN: FRANCISCO, May 29. — From 
country school teacher to. Assistant 
United States Attorney General i: the 
record made by Annette Abbott Adams 
within: a few brief years. She was 
Principal. of a high school in Plumas 
County, Cal., when she decided to study 
law, entered the University of California 
in 1904, took her bachelor’s degree, and 
in 1912 received her degree of Doctor 
of Jurfaprudence. 

She was appointed Assistant United 
States Attorney—the first woman in the 
United" States to. receive such an ap- 
pointment—in 91913, as aide to John W.

HE KISSES THE COMMITTEE 


Woman Member Presents Bouquet 
to Leader, While Warden and 
Guards Watch Ceremony.

ATLANTA, May 29. -Clad in the prison 
uniform of blue denim which has super- 
seded the traditional stripes, Eugene V. 
Debs; for many -years ‘the standard 
bearer of the Socialist Party, today re- 
ceived formal notification that he had 
again been nominated for the Presidency 
of. the United States, and in a carefully 
prepared and slowly delivered address 
he accepted the honor paid him by his 
comrades. 

lt was a scene unique in the history of 
American politics—the tendering of a 
nomination for the Presidency. of ‘a na- 


‘tion to a man serving a prison term 


for violating the laws of that nation, 
@ man whose prison term would outlast 
two terms as President if he were 
elected, who can make no campaign ad- 
dresses, who will not be permitted even 
to-issue campaign statements or to write 
political tetters. 

The official notification took place in 
the office of Warden Zerbst, at the front 
of the’ big prison, after Debs and the 
party of Socialists who had called upon 
him -had gone into the May sunshine 
outside ‘the main entrance and posed 
for innumerable photographs and many 
feet of movie, film. It was‘here that 
Debs was kissed on the cheek wy Sey- 
niour Stedman, Socialist. candidate for 
Vice President; was kissed by and re- 
éeived from Dr. Madge Patton Stephens, 
a member of his own Socialist jocal at 
Terre Haute, -a ‘bouquet of-roses, all of 
which was. duly recorded by thé movie 
‘camera. 

Debs. Kiases Committee. 

Debs’s blue eyes. blinked in the bright 
sunshine, made giaring by the white 
amarble steps and the tall walls.’ Hia 
baia head. glistened as he bent forward 
to gleet the comrades who shovk hands 
with ‘him. Composing the committee 
were Mr. Stedman, James Oneal, as- 
sociate editor of The New York Call and 
a member of the National Sociatist Iux- 
ecutive Committee; Julius Gerber, Sec- 
retary of the Socialist Party in New 
York; Otto Branstetter, Secretary, of the 
National Socialist Executive Commit- 
tee, and Mrs. Stephens. All of the mem- 
bers of the committee have been friends 
of Debs for years, but none of them 
had seen him since he was sént to prison 

At ® o'clock the party set out for the 
prison in automobiles. Warddn Zerbst 
had informed them they could see Debs, 
and the Socialist leader was waiting in 
the Warden's office, in the frort part 
of the prison, when the automobiles 
drove up, and the party was admitted. 

Gerber was first in the line. As Debs 
stepped into the corridor they flung 
their arms about each other, Debs kiss- 
ing Gerber on both cheeks. Thus he 
greeted each of the others, including. 
Mrs. Stephens, who pressed the flowers 
upon They drew back to*look at 
him and Debs beamed... The Socialist 
candidate is a tall, spare man, bald- 
heated and lank of limb and slightly 
stooped shouldered. He wore the 
regulation prison. garb—blue denim 
trousers and coat, the “sneaker” shoes 
of the prison and pink flannel socks. 

The proverbial prison pallor was con- 
spicuous by its absence. In fact, every 
member of the visiting party was much 
paler than Debs. His thin, almost bony, 
face, creased with wrinkles, was tanned 
a bright brown, and even the top of his 
bald ,\head, where thé straggling brown. 
hair had worn away, was pink,

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The Shipping 
Board announced today that it had 
chartered thirteen former German pas- 
senger steamships, of a total of- 90,000 
tonnage, to the United States Mall 
Steamship Company, a new organiza- 
tion controlled by the France and. Can- 
ada Steamship Corporation. - The Ship- 
ping Board stated that the stock owner- 
ship and management of both the United 
States Mail. Steamship “Company and 

thé France and. Canada Steamship. 
Corporation “are 100 per cent. Amerti- 
can.’’ Under the terms: of the charter, 
the France and Canada. Sse gale is

The vessels chartered are the George 
Washington, Pocahontas, Mount Vernon, 
Callao, Susquehahna, President Grant, 
America, cess, Matoika, Agamem- 
non, Antigone, Amphion,* Freedom and 
Madawaska. 

Two more vessels, the “Aeolus and the 
Huron, are to be chartered under the 
same. conditions if the Shipping Board 
can obtain their release from present 
obligation. 

The essential terms of the contract 
between the Shipping Board and: the 
United States Mail Steamship Company 
are told’ in @ statement from the Bnip- 

ping board, as follows: 

«The: United States Mail Steamship 
Company is to recondition these ves- 
sels for: passenger service at its own 
expense. The plans for reconditioning 
are to be subject to the approval of the 
Shipping Board. The steamship com- 
pany is to pay the Government a bare 
‘boat charter hire at the rate of $8.50 
per net registered ton-per month. * Off 
hire’ for overhauling and repairing is 
permitted, but not to exceed thirty days 
im any one year.

WASHINGTON,: May 29.—By a vote 
of 289 to 92 the House today passed 
the bill to provide bonuses for ex-service 
men, and in doing ‘so. broke legislative 
precedents by suspending the rules and 
passing, after forty minutes’ debate, a 
measure which calls for dn expenditure 
of more than $1,600,000,000.’-Under the 
gag rulé plan devised to compel voting 
-directly upon the bill. it was. necessary 
to obtain a two-thirds vote instead of} 
a “majority. This was accomplished, 
with 35 more than required.

THE MEXICAN PEOPLE. 


Although the Rio Grande and a sur- 
veyor’s line run across the desert divide 
Mexico from the United States, the 
American people who do not live near 
the border; that is to say about 107,- 
000,000 of them, know very little about 
ftheir Southern neighbors. To the aver- 
age American the Mexicar. of today is 
an insurgént or a bandit or, at any rate, 
a conspirator against his cwn Govern- 
ment. As a matter of fact, Mexicans of 
this type ‘form, it has been estimated, 
about 1 per cent. of the whole. Nor are 
the character, the temperament, the man- 
ners and the modes of life of the Mexi- 
cans understood in this country. In 
reputation they suffer from the defects 
and iniquities of the ruling class, former- 
ly the white or Spanish element, well 


educated ‘and exclusive, and now the |. 


Generals, often part Indian, whose origin 
is more or less obscure. It must be ad- 
mitted that it has been the fashion in 
the United States to give the Mexican 
a bad name and to deny him virtue, 
courage, manhood and humanity.

_Gaorce Freperick Ruxton, an adventur- 


ous British army officer, is often ac- 
cepted as final to this day. After sev- 
eral months spent in Mexico, in cities 
and on the trail, Ruxton, one of the 
most hardy, daring and self-dependent of 
men, wrote that he could not “ remember 
“to have observed one single commend- 
“ able trait in the character of the Mexi- 
* can, always excepting from this sweep- 
“ing clause the women of the country, 
“who, for kindness of heart and many 
“sterling qualities, are an ornament. to

aspersed the courage of the Mexicans, 
their honesty, their humanity—they were 
a bad lot and past redemption. But 
Ruxton had much to do with thugs, 
bravos and the scum of the people in 
his wanderings. He never remained 
long enough in one place to study the 
Mexicans, and he was never a part of 
their life in town or on hacienda. There 
is different testimony from others.

When. the comedies of HENRY JAMES 
were being hawked on Broadway, local 
play readers were aghast at their vague- 
ness and tenuity, hilarious at their tech- 
nical ineptitude. One of them quoted a 
stage direction: »“ Enter Mrs. Jasper, 
having had a cup of tea.” ‘He pictured 
the struggles of the actress to put that 
internal tea’ “over the footlights.” In 
“ The Letters of Henry James” we have 
now the other side of the story. Though 
the upshot is quite the same, it is an 
intimate and sombre revelation, not in 
thé least hilarious; it haunts one with 
the question why the English theatre, 
which once gave birth to the most glo- 
rious of all drama, has remained im- 
preghable to the assault of generation 
‘after generation of great poets and 
novelists.

BRITISH DEVOLUTION. 


A plan to set up three .subdrdinate 


Legislatures in Scotland, Wales and | 


England is soon to be laid before Parlia- 
ment. This is recommended by the so- 
called Speaker’s Conference appointed in 
1919 On June 3 of that year the House 
of Commons voted by 187 to 34 that the 
time had come to establish local legisla- 
tive bodies to relieve the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. of part of a burden becoming too 
heavy for it. The old way would have 
been to refer the matter to a Royal 
Commission. ‘ Why not,” Lerd Satis- 
BURY used to ask, in his finest cynical 


manner, “let the agitation expire by | 
turning it over to a Royal Commission? ” 


But this, time the Speakers’ Conference 
was named, composed of members of both 
houses, and proceeded rapidly with the 
work. Two reports from it have re- 
cently been issued, differing only in de- 
tails; there was full agreement regard- 
ing the main end in view. 

This can best be stated.by enumerating 
the powers that are to be given to the 
subordinate Legislatures. The list is 
long but instructive. It will be seen that 
the powers are very like those exercised 
-by the Legislature of an American State. 
They are: 

1. Regulation of internal commercial 
undertakings, professions and societies, 
advertisements, amusements, auction- 
eers, building and loan societies, licens- 
ing markets and fairs. 

2. Order and good government—e.g., 
betting, charities, police, poor law, 
prisons, &c. 

8. Ecclesiastical matters. 

4. Agriculture and land. 

5. Judiciary and minor legal matters, 
coroners, county courts, criminal law 
(procedure and definition, punishment 
of minor. offenses), luw ‘of inheritance, 
intestates, estates, land conveyancy and 
registration, minor torts, trustees. 

6. Education, primary, secondary and 
university (except sepa Cambridge 
and London). : 

7. Local government and municipal 
undertakings, county council and 
municipal bills, corrupt practices, fire 
brigades, harbors (except naval har- 
bors), guardians, local legislation (pri- 
vate bills, gas, water and electricity 
undertakings), municipal government 
(including local franchise), roads and 
highways. 

- 8. Public health, preventive meas- 
ures, contagious distases, hospitals, 
housing, insurance, national health; 
lunacy. ‘ : 

It is clear that to take the load of 
] ting on all these subjects off the 
shoulders, of Parliament should enable 
the weary Titan to give-more attention 
to matters of larger national and Im- 
perial concern. Ireland is, perforce, left 
out of the scheme. If she gets, as con- 
templated, complete home rule, her 
Government will stand by itself. “The 
new plan, incidentally, reinforces power- 
fully the argument for allowing the 
Trish people to manage their owh affairs. 
If this has been found desirable for 
Scotchmen.and Welshmen and English- 
men, it can’t be out of the question for 
Irishmen. 

The main thing is that a serious and 
studied attempt is now to be made to set 
up something like Federal Government 
in Great Britain. Just how the local 
‘Legislatures shall be named, whether 
‘they are to have two brindhes or one, 
whether they are to be wholly elected or 
partially appointed—these are questions 
on which the two reports differ and 
which will be freely debated. So will be 
the reserved veto power of the Imperial 
Parliament, along with the settlement of 
the financial relations between the local 
Grand Councils—or whatever they are 
finally ealled—and the central Govern- 
ment. It would be useless at present to 
dwell upon these topics or to anticipate 
their discussion in the House of Com- 
mons and the Lords. The really note- 
worthy thing is that, after years of jn- 
quiry and argument, Great Britain is at 
last about to’make an honest effort to 
enact a large paarers of legislative 
“ devolution.” ~

to the vice of literary teas, he is not 
apt to get excited and talk in a high- 
pitched voice in discussions of books. 
Nor is he one of those poets who 
have a pet theory of rhythm to de- 
fend at all costs. But talk to Arthur 
Guiterman about New York and his 
scholarly features will be overspread 
by a smile, the fire of a great enthu- 
siasm will kindle in his eyes, and he 
will tell you: 

** Every city has a personality— 
mone has a more lovable one than 
lew York. They say that New York 
a city with no traditions—and they 
aré wrong.

~| Sprightly and contrary— 
with their legends, superstitions and 
polorful quarrels put into the light 
verse for which Mr. Guiterman is 
‘well known to magazine readers. 

“Of course, I was-brought up in 
New York,’’ said Mr. Guiterman. 
»* I went to the College of the City 
ef New York in the nineties, the days 
still known as the golden age of the 
City College. Two members of my 
tlass were James K. Hackett, the 
actor, and Isaac Herz, who is today 
the Chief Rabbi of England—and 
every profession in between is repre- 
sented in that outfit. It was the day 
when the wealthiest folk of the city 
gent their sons to the City College, 
alongside those who went because 
they could not afford any other, and, 
Tich and poor, of one religion or an- 
ether, we were one jolly big family. 
Sport was at its height in those days 
at the college, and we had baseball, 
lacrosse, boating and track ‘events 
galore. Indeed, I have always had 
the firm belief that one amiable be-

“ When I was 14 years olf I was

_etyle: From that day on I have 
been a lover of history—not the for- 
mal history of dates and battles, but 
the stray bjts of gossip that haman- 
ize our past. I have spent months 
digging into dusty records for some 
Uttie village comiedy or tragedy that 
left its imprint on the New York of 
today, and months more steeping 
myself in the fine ballad literature 
ef old English. But it is New York 
to which I find myself always re- 
turning. A 

** I will not enlarge upon that too 
much,” he continued smiling, ‘' for 
fear of sounding like a crank.

I threaded up 
the last reel showing Nagapate and‘ his 
Big Numbers people, the films I had 
made two years ago, ahd I noticed: that 
almost every one of the people I had in 
the film was in my audience. 

** Before starting the reel I set up my 
moving-picture cameras and instructed. 
the black guards how to light the radium 
flares (thes@guards had forgotten their 
fear; having become so excited in seeing 
moving pictures for the ‘first time that 
they leaned their guns against trees) ; 
then I had. my young French Captain 
take the projector handle, and at the 
signal the picture and the radium figres 
and my cameras all started at the same 
time. But the flares were too much for 
the savages—they jumped to their feet 
and ran; at least two-thirds of them dis- 
appeared into the jungle; but Nagapate 
and the savages around him stuck, al- 
though they were frightened. I made a 
wonderful film, the first time in history. 
that savagés ever. were photographed 
under such novel conditions, as they 
looked at themselves on the screen. - 

** After the lights burned out we spent 
some time in coaxing the savages back 
to their places on the ground. Nagapate 
explained what the lights were and then 
they returned. I ran the film back to 
the start for their benefit and then they 
went through the biggest moment of 
their lives as they saw themselves as 
they looked two years ago. They cried 
out the names of each savage as he ap- 
peared, and wild’ was their excitement 
when they saw a man who had died 
since the picture was made. He was 
talking, and I was raised another niche 
in their respect—to be able to bring, back 
the dead. 

“When I explained: that it was all 
over they gave a great big shout of. ap- 
preciation—not applause, as we. white 
people know it; but it pleased me better 
than any applause I have ever received. 
It was dark and I could not see their 
ugly faces as they jabbered among 
themselves, but they were wildly ex-

IN THE NEWS NET. 


is one of. the principal enemies 
R of motion-picture making in Lon- 
don. Many times, of course, it ab- 
solutely prohibits outdoor photography, 
and no. studio, it is said, can be sealed 
against it. When it settles down over 
the city in earnest it spredds. itself in- 
doors as well as out and all of the studio 
lights that can be turned \on cannot 
make clear pictures, There is nothing 
to do then but ghut. up -shop—unless 
some way is found to keep the fog out 
of the camera field. The Famous Play- 
ers-Lasky British Producers, Ltd., now 
engaged in the manufacture of pictures 
in London, has found such a way, ac- 
cording to report. A. description of. the 
equipment and method used has been 
received by B.. HB. Shauer, who is ih 
charge of the fereign department of the 
Famous Players-Lasky Corporation, and 
reads as follows:

This authority 
says that the Teachers’ Federation has 
grown in the last year and a half from 
a few scattered local unions’ to more 
than 150, and while he holds there can 
be no objection to the organization of 
the professions, he asserts that the lead- 
ers of the present tovement for the 
unionizing of teachers are not advocat- 
ing professional activities, but are ex- 
pounding class doctrines, 

Dr. Judd's statement that the teaching

& fundamental’ weakness of the school 
system is also cited. He says that 1,000,- 
000 pupils in the rural schools of the 
country are now being taught by girls 
who have themselves had no more than 
an eighth grade training, and that 100,- 
000 of the rural teachers are 16, 17 and

Alternatives for the Consumers. 


With the situation,’ as. well as prices, 
changing almost from hour to hour, it 
Was not easy to get important men ih 
the trade to talk about it for publica- 
tion: . However, this is what Frank C. 
Lowry of the Federal Sugar Refining 
Gompany had to say: 

* On the first of the year the sugar in- 
terest thought that a sufficient supply of 
sugar would be available for the United 
States, provided anticipated crops were 
harvested. Unfortunately the dry: weath- 
er in Cuba compelled a reduced crop es- 
tirnate, and made it clear by early in 
April that the American people. would 
either have to cease eating ‘sugar at 
unprecedented rate shown by the 1919 
figures or else proceed to outbid the 
world for the necessary supplies. Their 
choice was a full supply at a full price, 
or @ more scant supply at a-less price. 
That they preférred the former is indi- 
cated\by today’s prevailing price. 

‘*In consequence the countries all over 
the world are now shipping us a part of 
their rather meagre supplies. In other 
words, at our today’s value they prefer 
to tighten their belts a little more, and 
themselves eat even less sugar, exchang- 
ing part of their: supply for the full 
price that we are willing to pay. 

“The countries of BHurope that have 
participated in these sales are Spain, 
Holland, Belgium and Czéchoslovakia, 
while Java, China, Japan, India, For 
mosa, Brazil,, Peru, Argentina. Prac- 
tically every Central American coufitry 
has also contributed, althoygh we ordi- 
narily receive nothing from them., 

“As a result of this unusual move- 
ment of sugar to our shore the probabil- 
ities are that we will be able to consume 
sugar at about the customary. rate, pro- 
vided there are no further unfavorable 
crop developments. 

‘So far it is thought that any reduc- 
tion in the consumption this year has 
been due more te uneven distribution 
than to any attempt at conservation. 
Whether this will continue to be the at- 
titude of the American people with sugar 
selling at 25 to 30 cents a pound retail 
remains to be seen. ,On the other hand, 
if a few months hence it develops that 
the American consumer is really .con- 
serving, so that there is not «a ready 
market for sugar at these prices, this 
undoubtedly will be reflected in declin- 
ing values, 

‘The importance of the reduction 
in’ the Cuban estimate’ can ‘hardly 
be overestimated,’’ Mr. Lowry. went 
on. ‘Originally the crop was ex- 
pected to outturn close to 4,500,000 
long .tons of 2,240 pounds each, 
41 but.in late March the estimates were 
reduced to 3,900,000 tons, and now ad- 
vices from the island are to the effect 
that the outturn will bein the neighbor- 
hood of 3,659,000 tons, making a reduc- 
tion from the original estimate of be- 
tween 800,000 and 900,000 tons. This 
meéans a loss of close to 5,000,000 bar- 
tels of sugar, Of course, it. has in 
part been made up by the‘ outside’ 
purchases referred to above; but the 


figure is convincing of the. importance 
onservation.’

As to the way prices have advanced 
in the last six or seven years the fig- 
ures’ show. some interesting things. 
About a year before the outbreak of the 
war the refiner’s price for standard 
granulated, in barrels, was 4.75 cents a 
pound, In 1914 and following years the 
figures run this way, thé first being the 
lowest point reached in the vear and 
the second the highest: 1914, 2.75 cents 
and 7.50 cents; 1915, 4.05 and 6.15; 1916, 
5.64 and 7.50; 1917, 6.75 and 8.40; 1918, 
7.45 and > (the latter was fixed by the 
Government) ; 1919, 9 throughout, fixed 
by the Government; 1920, 14, and, to 
date, 22:50. Thus it will be seen that 
the last price given here is nearly five 
times as high as the 1913 price. 

While admitting that. any :plan to re- 
duce the price of sugar, or evén to check 
its rise, would be difficult to put into 
operation, a number of suggestions have 
been. made along that line. Oné of them 
{s Herbert Hoover’s rationing plan, 
which the trade does not care particu- 
larly to have put into effect. An im- 
pertant argument against the Hoover 
scheme is that any marked curtailment 
of consumption, by Aegal or moral force, 
will do things which, in the long run, 
will work against the best interests of 
the public. It is contended that cur- 
tailed. consumption here will mean di- 
verting the supply to other countries. If 
other countriés are not in a position to 
handle it at present prices production 
in the next several years.will be cur- 
tailed to keep prices high in the Ameri- 
can market. 

Arbitrary price fixing, it is argued, is 
also dangerous, in that it will increase 
consumption at a time when production 
is subnormal and will ledd to a rapid 
exhaustion of stocks. Arbitrary selling 
prices are also said to limit the ability 
of the refiner to buy at a time when 
consumption is heavy, because he must 
sell‘his refined sugar on the basis of the 
actual cost of the raw sugar to him in- 
prices to the consumer high but would 
viously,. it is pointed out, if he has 
bought raw sugar at 10 cents a pound 
and must sell it refined, say, at,-il 
cents, although raw sugar has gone up 
to 20 cents in the meantime, his pur- 
chasing. power is going to be more} & 
limited when he goes back to buy raw 
sugar at 20 cents than if he had been 
able to sell his refined sugar on the 
basis of ‘replacemént cost. Either he 
must borrow heavily to finance new 
purchases, thereby putting a heavy bur- 
den on himself that should go into the 
selling price as part of the expense of 
doing business, or he has got to stop 
doing business when the point is reached 
where he can no longer operate at @ 
profit. 

Sugar Economy Not Popular. 

The suggestion. of economy in the use 
of sugar until the new crop begins to 
come forward in October or November 
has been advanced in several quarters, 
but it is not thought that the American 
people will take: the advice seriously. 
Not only is the average family not 
ecohomizing in the use of sugar, it is 
charged, but many consumers are hoard- 
ing it against the time to come. Hoard- 
ing, above all else, was stressed as be- 
ing the thing that not only would make 
prices to the consumer high, but would 
keep them that way. 

Another suggestion of Mr. Hoover's 
‘which would go to the roots of the mat~ 
ter by affecting the Cuban planter di- 
rectly is that, as one méans of relieving 
the sugar situation, the United States 
seeks an agreement with the allied na- 
tions that there be no international bid- 
ding for Cuban sugar. This plan is not, 
favored here,” for it'was-said that it, 
would not only get the Cuban planters 
“ rled,’” but would certainly lead to @ 
curtailment of~ production and conse- 
quent high prices. Objectors to this 
scheme agreed with the Cuban Minister 
to the United States that the best rem- 
edy, although it would take time, would 
be to leave the open market in such a 
position as to prices that there would 
be a real incentive for the Cuban plant- 
ers, both large and small, constantly to 
increase their production. i: 

‘While it was openly stated that much 
of the relief’ of the present shortage of 
sugar throughout Europe, which helps to 
make the world supply short, would de- 
pend.on the current beet sugar crop in 
| Germany, not much was said here of.the 
effect the new domestié beet sugar crop 
would have. Reports from Gerthany re- 
ceived in the local trade indicate that 
the crop there will be about. one-third 
normal and about one-half as large as 
last year. There are prospects of a Ger- 
man production of raw beet sugar in 
1920. ranging from 1,000,000 to 1,200,000 
tons.

Inthe previous year the average cost 
was $7.98. In afidition to giving those 
figures in a statement to the stockhold- 
ers of the company, President Duval 
said, in part: 

“The domestic beet sugar production 
of 1919-20 was distributed at an un- 
paralleled rate. The carry-over at this 
time, about 1,300,000 bags held for nec- 
essary Far Western distribution, is 6,- 
000,000 bags less than a year ago.

“And the prices of other provisions 
‘have risen in like proportion within the 
last weeks.

A, man’s hat costs 400 to 
500 crowns, a child’s 300.-A simple suit 
for,a man costs. 4,000 to 6,000 crowns, a 
. Winter coat 7,000 to 8,000, A.child’s suit 
1,000 to ‘4,200 crowns, its Winter coat 
2,000." Men’s boots 750 to 850 crowns per ’ 
pair, women’s 560 to 800, children's 
300 to 600. Linen is now such a luxury 
that I do not even mention it. -What 
remains from pre-war days, is worn as 
long as it lasts: Not among the poorer 
classes only, but among the richer, too, 
there has for long been no possibility of 
replenishing one’s linen stock. Professor 
Wilhelm Tauffer, Director of the Lying- 
In Hospital, who.is now much interested 
in and occupied with the protection of 
mothers‘and infants,’told me a few days 
ago that cases have become known to 
him in which ‘the mothers wrapped up 
their new-born infants in newspapers, in 
default of linen!” 


Dr. Dollinger cites the case of Judge | 
Blekes, one of the highest Judges: 


with indifference how the trees in the 
parks are hewn -down in the night, even 
to the senider twigs of the bushes, and 
how the beautiful woods in Buda -are 
devastated. There is a keeper, it is 
true, but he, too, is but a man. He 
sees the poor mother in the twilight with 
a troop of ragged children round her, 
each one a moving bundle of rags. Their 
heads are tied up in rags. Shivering, 
they steal. The mother, at the head, 
axe in hand, trembles in every limb; 
only her heart is warm. But with the 
warmth in her heart alone she can 
neither cook for them .nor can she save 
them from freezing to Geath.”’ 

_ Professor Pongraz, the theologian, re- 
cited, this episode: 

‘‘A boy of.7 years stands in front 
of a hotel; he wishes to speak with’ his 
father, .who is..at work’ there; he is 
barefoot. When the father comes he 
asks him to let him heave the boots 
which he, the father. himself, has - on. 
Why? ‘ Because mother is taken sudden- 
ly iil and has had to leave her-place 
in the line before the baker’s; she had 
been waiting there four hours; ‘now ‘I 
must take her place.’ That was in Jan-

West 
Point heads the Mist with 5.9 per cent., 
followed by the Naval Academy, 5.5 
per cent., and Harvard, 5.5 per cent.

If the following list be accepted as in- 
dicating a fair degree. of success and 
distinction there results a total of 446 
out of an aggregate of 2,371, or ndarly 
19 per cent. of success in civil walks 
alone: One.

members of conventions to form State. 
Constitutions, seventeen Mayors of 
cities, forty-six Presidents of univers- 
ities and colleges, fourteen regents and 
chancellors, one superintendent of coast 
survey, eleven Surveyor Generals, four- 
teen chief engineers of States, eighty- 
seven Presidents of railroads and cor- 
porations, sixty-three chief engineers of 
railroads and public works, sixty-two 
superintendents of railroads and public 
works, eight bank Presidents—Total 446, 
It will be observed that no institution, 
however liberal, can show a. more plastic 
conformity to varied conditions and re- 
quirements than is shown by this list 
of distinguished successes in the varied 
walks of civil life. It is a convincing 
refutation, of the assertion.that a mili- 
tary education unfits for civil functions 
and occupations. 


I do not know of any college that 
claims to produce scholars by four years 
of undergraduate work, To develop a 
disciplined mind and a few scholarly 
habits is a large enough order. It is 
not pretended that the colleges do not 
offer superior courses in the classics, nor 
that the instruction which they offer 
does not cover a broader field; but the 
claim is made that at West Point every 
student actually gets what is offered or 
gets out. He has no choice in the mat- 
ter, whereas at college it is largely up 
to the individual student to get as much 
or as little as he wishes or finds -con- 





venient, and this with no strict account- 
ability in any respect. ‘ 


According to De. Eltot: ‘No school or’ 
most exclusivel recent graduates of 
the same school oF college, who are not 
teachers and who serve: short terms.” 

Dr. Hiiot seems .to be sadly unin- 
formed as to actual teaching conditions 
in the United States. Concerning the 
instructor personnel at colleges, gen- 
reeves 6 the following is quoted from the 

Mann report: ‘‘ Prominent among. the 
usages that tead strongly to preserve 
the status quo is the common -practice 
of employing large numbers of recent 
graduates or even of undergraduates as 
assistants ‘In eleméntary imstruction 
where the classes are ce.4.. ¥ 2° 
‘“‘In some of the best institutions the 
number of assistants is greater than 
the number of fuli-time professors.” 
‘*As a remedy for this condition, at 
one or two schools, appointments to the 
teaching staff are made only after the 
candidate has had oné or more years. of 
successful experience.’’ * * * ‘' Usual- 
ly the entire sophomore class attends 
the lectures in a body, so that, in the 
larger schools,: there -are as many 4s 
three or four hundred students at each 
lecture.” * * * ‘ the quiz and labora- 
tory work fequires a large corps of as- 
sistants, many of whom are graduate 
students or Fellows who receive @ mod- 
est stipend (from $200 to $500 a year) 
for this service.’’ 

Contrast the above with the conditions 
at West Point, where we have one full- 
time instructor to each six cadets. Of 
the twelve academic departments, the 
heads of seven are permanent and of 
five are detailed for periods of four 
years. The Associate and tant 
Professors are detailed from. officers of 
the army having had previous experi- 
encé as instructors. The instructors are 
detailed for periods of four“years. ‘In- 
stead of less than two years, the aver- 
age for the United ‘States as a whole, 
the average tenure of office among in- 
structors is a trifle over four years. .In-

This is a subject 
which has received careful attention 
and efforts are made to maintain a 
reasonable proportion of qualified non- 
graduate inatructers. Another point not 
to be overlooked is the fact that- the 
daily life of an army officer is a steady 
grind of instruction. He has a wider 
experience in this respect than most col- 
lege instructors can possibly have. ~ 

A certain amount of inbreeding exists 
at all schools and: is not’ objectionable 
per se. Inbreeding, or rather selective 
breeding, perpetuates and accentuates 
the dominant qualities, both good and 


bad: A little outside blood should be} 


introduced to try to eliminate the faults, 
but great care must be exércised to in- 
sure that the dominant good qualities 
are not unduly weakened. What we 
want from West Point is a breed of 
known strong characteristics that can, 
in géneral, be relied on for the purpose 
in view. 
~ . West Point Graduates. 

Here .is.another of Dr. Eliot’s asser- 
tions : ?

To the 
extent that the tax falls upon neces- 
sities of life 4t would not, in the long 
‘run, fest on the. laboring classes in-my 
opinion. It would be shifted from wage 
earners to their employers. This is in 
accord with economic theory. I -believe 
it to be even more certain in the matter 
of: practical taxation. The working 
classes are for the moment aropsed over 
the high cost’ of living. To increase .it 
by taxation would be to add fuel to the 

es; it would immeasurably stimu- 
jate strikes; it would increase the 
number and intensity of demands for 
higher wages; it would come back in 
very large part upon the employers of 
labor. It would tend to discourage im- 
migration and thus reduce ‘the labor 
supply.”’ 

Professor Adams in his’ analysis in- 
cludes arguments for, as well as against, 
the sales tax. But others have made the 
case for it. He has been most explicit 
‘in attack. With him the debate may 
rest, for it has been observed that what- 
ever may be the ultimate economi¢ right, 
the sales tax is now politically inex- 
pedient. As much as Congress hates to 
continue the excess profits tax, it seems 
to fear still more to risk the potential 
a rs of another: form of taxation.

JAPAN’S “NAVALISM:?. DEFENDED

and is rapidly approaching the plane of 
70,000, 

In order to make up for the shortage 
of supplies conséqguent upon this phe- 
nomenal increase in our population, it 
has become necessary for us to buy raw 
materials from foreign countries. For 
the purpose it has also become necessary 
for us to sell something in return for 
things bought abroad:. This has en- 
couraged the development 6f manufac- 
turing industries in our country and the 
exportation of manufactured goods. In 
the future we shall find it increasingly 
necessary to develop our export trade. 
And so it may be more and more dif- 
ficult to import raw materials that our 
rapidly increasing population may be fed 
and clothed. 

Room for Expansion. 


“Other countries have ample room fot 
any increase in their populations. Take 
England, for instance. She has. vast 
colonies such as ada, Australia and 
South Africa, which will support ali her 
people for the next many centuries, even 
if her poptlation increases twice as fast 
as ours. America also has a vast terri- 
tory:) Besides, she has her influencce 
firmly established in Central and South 
America. For coming centuries she will 
have no fear of suffering from a short- 
age of resources, however great her. in- 
crease of population may be. 

France, Italy and other European 
nations, too, have large colonies abroad, 
indeed, so large that they will not suffer 
from “any increase in their population. 
Besides, their rate of increase is not so 
great as ours. Therefore, there is no 
pessimistic factor for them. 

‘As regards Japan, however, she has no 

colony worthy of the name. Even’ if 
she tries to send emigrants abroad, 
America, Australia and South Africa 
refuse them entry by means, of rigid 
immigration laws. Such being the case, 
there is only one way open for Japan 
to feed her rapidly increasing population. 
That is to import raw materials from 
foreign countries. 

; Indeed, there is no course left to Japan 
but foreign “trade if she desires to feed 
her incfeasing population. 

‘And foreign trade cannot prosper with- 
out naval protection.’ Commerce, not 
backed by naval force, is always des- 
tined to dwindle. However flourishing, 
a nation’s trade may be it will be 
stopped in an emergency unless it has 
naval strength to fall back upon. 

It was entirely due to the strong naval 
Protection it enjoyed that the foreign 
trade of Portugal, Spain and Holland so 
prospered in the fifteenth gentury. And 
the moment it was deprived of naval 
protection it began to decline. 

The present prosperity of England is 
also due to her naval ‘supremacy. 

For this reason Japan stands under 
necessity to expand her navy so as to 
maintain. due balance of power ‘with 
other nations. -Like England, Japan is 
an island empire surrounded with seas 
on all sides. Therefore, she must pre- 
vent ‘external aggression on the seas. 
Should the enemy. be allowed to land it 
would spell ruin, not:only for Japan, but 
for her nationality, too. \This is the 
reason’ why the Japanese. think it nec- 
essary to have adequate national de- 
tenses. at all cost. “Japan has no ag- 
.| gtessive designs in expanding her navy, 
her prithe object being to safeguard her 
nationality, protect and promote her 
trade so as to feed her nationals. 

England and. 

if critics. of Japan denounce oa naval 
Program as navalism, what should they 
‘say of the naval programs of England 
/jand America? If Japan be guilty of 
navalism, does not America-stand con- 
victed of still greater navalism? Crea; 
should have those 
Dt, to defend themselves which are 

in keeping with ‘their nature, and 
Japan's nature requires-a navy—a navy 
solely for her defense. Those who con-| 


‘\ 

position America’s construction of-ships 
as well as her rival program formu- 
lated last Spring cannot be regarded in 
any other way than as naval extension 
pure and simple. 

The accompanying 
reveals its character. 

Can ‘we, then, neglect our extension 
and lose our equilibrium with America? 

Next we must.consider the relations 
between England ana America. It is 
hardly necessary to say that the biggest 
powers since the World War are Eng- 
land and America. Indeed, without 
their friendly co-operation peace could 
not be maintained either in Europe or 
in the Pacifie. Fortunately, yfriendly 
relations now’prevail between them, and 
the Pacific enjoys its traditional tran- 
quillity, .since they are_united in their 
efforts for the sake of world peace. 

But nd one can tell how long the po- 
litical atmosphere will remain calm and 
free from any disturbances. Should any 
involved question arise between them, 
can any one predict that it would never 
lead to an armed clash? 

Should: things come to such a pass 
the result might be more disastrous to 
humanity than that of the late World 
War. Needless to say that ‘the Par. 
East, too, would be involved in® the 
calamitous whirlpool. On the part of 
Japan, who has to safeguard peace in 
this part of the world, a most impor- 
tant duty would devolve upon her-—-that 
is, mediation between the two contend- 
ing nations so as toward off a most 
disastrous war. 

However, should Japan possess no 
real power worthy of a mediator, her 
mediation might .end~ in miserable

| peace’ for the world.

failure. On the contrary, if she should 
have sufficient strength to bring 
pressure to bear upon the two nations, 
neither of them would go in for war 
without taking into consideration her 
mediation. 

Then ‘and only then humanity would 
be-@pared a war, unprecedented in scale 
and violence. Such is, indeed, the bene- 
ficial effect of Japan’s Navy when it 
shall be strong enough to have the de- 
cisive vote in any quarrel between Eng- 
land and America. And for this pur- 
pose Japan stands under the , RY 
of expanding her navy. 

‘In sho Japan’s naval extension is 
intended for these three purposes: 

“@) For national defense to safeguard 
her insular nationality;

During ‘the ‘World War; what nation 
kept the Pacific clear of the German 
influence and alloWed the Allies to 
prosecute the war to the glorious issue? 

The answer~-to the quéstion will be 
nothing more nor less than an- expla- 
nation -of the true abject of our naval

MAIL MEN’S PLEA 





‘‘ STRIKE ”’ in which one’ man 

at a time leaves his job en- 

dangers a business upon which 

the whole country depends. It 

has been going on for months. 
In all parts of the United States men 
have quit the Postal Service, one by one, 
because the pay was too low to maintain 
them and their families. ‘Those who 
have hung on in the hope of relief have 
done so mainly. for two causes—either 
loyalty te hold together a service so im- 
portant to the public, or because they 
have been in it so long that they do 
not know how to turn elsewhere with the 
special training the service has. given 
them; 

The ‘‘one-man_ strikers’’—a name 
given by the employes themselves to the 
postal worker who gets disgusted and 
quits—have been in the main younger 
men drawn into the service in recent 
years,to meet the demands of the ex- 
panding postal business. In the last 
year there have been 12,000 resignations 
in the New York Post Office alone. This 
is a labor turnover. of 200 per cént. In 
Akron, Ohio, ‘the turnover has been 500 
per cent.; in Chicago, 800 per cent. ; in 
Detroit, .1,000-per cent. There are more 
than 200 v cies in the carrier force 
of Detroit. “With variations, these are 
the’ conditions said te be found-in Post 
Offices practically all over the country. 
Every day the situation grows moré crit- 
ical. < ‘ 

That it has been. permitted to.come to 
the present pass has been termed.a 
national scandal. There are two sides 
to the neglect: First, failure of ‘fair 
treatment by the Government to em- 
ployes who have done faithful service;

The cutout is to make connection with 
the battery when the generator produces 
a higher voltage than that of the bat- 
tery, and to‘break the connection when 
the generator voltage falls below that 
of the battery.

clutch on thé forward end of"thé- ¢crank- 
shaft, usually arranged to releasé the 
motor as soon as the engine starts.

The chief thing to remember in, looking 
for troubles is that by eliminating ote 
part of the system after another the 
search will soon narrow down to a 
amall bit of wiring or‘ a single device, 
where it is comparatively easy to locate 
the trouble. Always work with the 
iar diagram of the car handy for 
reference, at least-- until you have 
learned the system quite thoroughly, 
and always carry the diagram in the 
car for, reference by the repair man, if 
you call one in for major troubles.

NATIONAL PARK MOTORING 


PATHFINDING tour to lay out a 

“ route encircling and connecting 

“the great national parks of the 
Far West will begin this week, it was 
announced at the annual meeting of the 
American Automobile Association. held 
at the:Hotel Commodore last Wednes- 
day.- A. L. Westgard, the veteran 
motor road investigator, will make the 
trip. The run will lead over many fin- 
ished roads, but th are numerous 
connections necessary for a complete 
national park circuit extending from 
Denver westward to Yosemite and from 


‘the “Glaciér National Park near the 


Canadian boundary in Montana and the 
Mount Rainier National Park in Wash- 
ington,-on the north, to the parks ad- 
jacent to the National Old Trails route 
on the south, having Los Angeles as its 
western terminus. This road-planning 
tour has the sanction of the Depart- 
‘ment of the Interior, and Stephen T, 
Mather,‘ Director of National Parks, 
spoke highly of the effort to give im- 
proved motor accessibility to the great 
park system of the West at the 
luncheon’ held following the annual 
meeting. 

Mr.. Mather predicted a new record 
year for automobile visitors to the na- 


i ttonal parks this Summer. Last year 


more motor cars entered the parks, es- 
pecially Yellowstone and Yosemite, than 
in any former year, and reports from 
the leading Western automobile clubs 
indicate that touring to and through the 
great.national parks will be greater than 
ever this season. Yellowstone Park will 
bé opened for the season on June 20.

Detours and Bad Stretches Noted| 


in Survey of Main Roate to 
Boston and Portland. 


SURVEY of some of the main 
motor routes through New Eng; 
land ‘was made last week by 0. 
M.. Wells,, Chief Roadman of the Auto- 
mobile Glub‘of America. A summary 
of the report just issued may be helpful 
to .motorists planning early tours in 
that direction. The air-line route was 
followed. via Bedford, Ridgefield, Dan- 
bury, Waterbury, Hartford, Willimantic 
poe Oth get to Bostori, thence over 
ore Road through Portsmouth to 
Portland. . 

Central Avenue was found to be in 
fair condition from New York to Harts 
Corners. .From there to White Plains 
the new concrete road finished last Fall 
is excellent. A new concrete bridge 
spans the Bronx Parkway, connecting 
Central Avenue with Hamilton Avenue, 
which is now the preferable way to 
reach Broddway in White Plains, as it 
avoids the narrow main street with its 
congested traffic. There is a short un- 
finished ‘section in North White Plains 
for about three-tenths of a mile, which 
is passable at present. The balance of 
the route through Bedford and Ridge- 
field to Danbury is in good condition. 
Main Street.in Danbury. between West 
and White Streets is under construction. 
From Danbury through Newtown and 
over the Middlebury Hill to Waterbury, 
the road is in splendid shape.

The Sums that came in 
and found their way eventually into the 
hands of the American Relief Adminis- 
tration European Children’s Fund, 
through which they were transmitted 
into Poland,. ranged from..a. thousand 
dollars to a few cents. Many prominent 
New York men and women make up 
the directorate of these two “‘ war com- 
mittees'’ that, now that the war is 
over, find they cannot stop. 

Hach child aided received flour, con- 
densed milk, rice, peas, fats, sugar and 
cocoa, making one substantial meal 
daily at a cost of 6 cents, or $1.80 per 
month for each child. Clothing, an 
equally. grave problem, was solved in 
this way: At a cost of $5 each child 
received one pair of shoes, two pairs of 
stockings, 1% yards of muslin for under- 
garments, 1% yards of heavy material 
for outergarments. In each town it was 
found possible to organize sewing circles 
of women to make up the garments.

_ Those patriotic men who in the earliest 
“days of the war volunteered, regardless 
of position in business or of number of 

Spendents, and those others, physically

‘bonus for the soldiers arouses much 
criticism. Every one wants the crippled 
soldiers trained to make a living at 
some new and suitable vocation, and 
others whose special. condition re- 
quires retraining for new work. But to 
do all that well and even generously, is 
it necessary to give a,bonus to all the 
healthy and successfnl soldiers, many 
of whom are now making as much and 
some even more than the average of 
their fellow-citizens? Many of them 
would|not want the bonus if they knew 
‘what it will cost the country in money, 
interest, depreciation of bonds now out- 
standing, and increased cost of living 
which would result from the inflation 
and continue through much of the time 
that the new bonds remained unpaid. 

It is assumed by many that the bonus 
would cost the country immediately 
about $1,500,000,000, but others say that 
it will cost two or three times that 
amount. If we accept the smallest sum 


as the correct amount, the at 5 
per cent. for thirty years 1 amount 
to $2,225,000,000 additional. Bankers 
say that the effect of another bond is- 
sue will be to depress the prices of the 
Liberty and Victory bonds now out- 
standing by 7 to 10 per cent. If we 
take the lower figure it will mean a loss 
in the market value of those bonds of 
7 per cent. on $24,000,000;000, or $1,680,- 
000,000. The new issue of bonds would 
inflate our currency and so increase the 
cost of living as it’ was increased/by the 
previous bond issues, The amount of 
such increase cannot be calculated with 
any certainty nor the length of time 
that it would continue; but it would 
start the forces for another round of in- 
reases, which would hardly stop short 
of an advance of 10 per cent. If it con- 
tinued only for five years, this item 
alone would cost each and every one of 
us a sum equal to 50 per cent. of a 
year’s expenditure, and the probability 
is that the effect would last for a much 
longer period. Fer the whole country 
this item might amount to $10,000,000,- 
000, or even. $20,000,000,000. If we as- 
sume that this item would not exceed 
$5,000,000,000, and add these items to- 
gether we have the gigantic sum of 
$10,405,000,000 as the total cost to the 
country of a bonus to the soldiers on 
the assumption that the figures of all 
items are to be at the lowest.

FOR ARMENIA, WITHOUT MANDATE 





New York, May 25, 1920. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The President’s message to Congress 
in respeet to our duty to aid Armenia 
appears to have-aroused opposition in 
that body, based on the implications of 
the. word ‘‘ mandate,’’ and the Presi- 
dent’s infelicitous characterization of 
our assistance as that which ‘‘ we may 
be authoritatively and formally request- 
ed’’ to give. 

When we aid Armenia the authority 
of our Government will be that given 
by the American people, and I believe 
that authority will be in favor of our 
becoming ‘‘ the helpful friends and ad- 
visers ’’ of the new republic, which we 
have already officially recognized. 

Js there a method other than by man- 
date, or by asserting a protectorate? I 
believe there is, and along lines justi- 
fied by precedent. 

Without rehearsing the history of our 
relations of ‘‘ Big Brother ’’ to Liberia, 
after Daniel Webster had in: 1843 no- 
tified various European powers of our 
yinterest in that colony, and our uhwil- 
lingness to see it despoiled of its terri- 
tory, this Government, even before rec- 
ognizing the new republic, made a ¢on- 
tract, through its Department of the 
Interior, to transport certain Africans 
over to Liberia, and to provide f for their 
support (1860) .°¢ 

After. recognition we sent arms and 
stores to Liberia and warned Great 
Britain and later France ‘‘ the United 
States is not justified in regarding with 
indifference any attempt to oppress 
them.’’ 

Let the State Department now negoti- 
ate with the accredited representatives

WHAT ARTICLE X. IS NOT. 


To the Editor of The New York-Times: 

I have sent the following letter to Sen- 
ator Walter E. Bdge of New Jersey: 

‘““o quote from your Senate speech 
of March 9, Article X., ‘demands that 
we resend American armies to defend 
territory secured by conquest and in- 
trigué and to do so without the Con- 
gress of the United States, being per- 
mitted to pass on the justificat: for 
the invasion.’ 

““ Hither Senator Edge ‘hes not read 
Article X. or (assuming he understands 
the English language) he is guilty ef 
something very like bad faith in making 
that statement, for Article X. demands 
no such thing. However, your and 
similar speeches carrying the weight of 
Republican Senatorial authority, have 
given the impression that it does, and 
along this line all non-thinking and 
non-reading objectors to Article X. in- 
variably argue. As a matter of fact, 
there is no mention whatever in that 
article of the ‘ American armies,’ ‘ Con- 
gress,’ or ‘territory secured by con- 
quest,’ or even of war, and no provision 
for the employment of the ‘ military 
and naval forces of the United States’ 
or of any country. 
| “ Article X., on the contrary, is much 
more likely than not to preclude the 
necessity for armed forces, whereas the 
Lodge reservation (really no reservation 
at all but Article X. completely rewrit- 
ten) might easily lead to their use, 
since it contemplates no action of any 
kind until war is in full sing. 

“The League’s Article X. binds us 
morally to ‘respect and preserve’ the ter- 
ritoria® and political integrity of our 
fellows in the League as against ex- 
ternal aggression. It expresses in defi- 
nite language the object of the whole 
covenant, which is to abolish neutrality 
and make international war, or danger 
of it, the concern of all. How Article 
X. is to be carried out is left to the 
other interdependent articles of the 
covenant, and armed force (not men- 
tioned in Article X. at all) is only one 
of the expedients to be used and only, 
too, as a last resort. 

‘Now aggression can begin before 
there is actual war. Germany's did 
‘fifty years ago, when she began to arm 
inordinately and to invade the territory 
of her neighbors with spies and plotters. 
Had titre been a League of Nations in 
existence then to question her bellicose 
preparations and demand to know her 
intentions, Germany would never have 
gotten so far as a World war. The very 
existence of an Article X. as written in 
the covenant would, in all probability, 
have been enough to deter her. There 
are ways of nreserving the t orial in- 
tegrity of a nation without a shot. 
The greatest way is through interna- 
tional agreement to act before, not alone 
after war has actually begun. This pre- 
ventive element is totally lacking in 
‘Lodge’s Article X. 

“Where is there even an ounce of 
prevention in it?.The United States 
Says. positively. she will not be con- 
cerned about international controversies 
nor the robber plans of nations. until

At this time, when our thoughts nat- 
urally turn “ Hast,” and when many 
are departing to vist the graves of our. 
fallen Kinsmen in France, it might not 
be amiss for one who has but recently 
visited one of the American cemeteries 
over there to give his impressions as to 
the care and upkeep of the.same and 
possibly some helpful ‘advice to other 
visitors, 

First of all, those wishing to visit 
graves in France should go to the Amer- 
ican Graves Registration, at 8 Avenue 
d’Jena, in Paris, and there secure the 
exact information as to the whereabouts | 
of the grave they wish to\visit. Nearly | 
‘all of thebodies have been removed | 
from their original burial places to some 
nearby cemetery. In some instances 
there, have been several removals of 
the same body. Records have been kept 
of these removals; and all the 
necessary information connected there- 
with as to the location of graves 
and the best means and time of | 
travel, &c., will be given gladly by kind- | 
ly, considerate officials in Charge of | 
this work, at the bureau before men-

(See Con- 
gressional Record, First Session, 61st 
Congress, Vol. 106.) Since then, the 
Pan-Epirotic Union in America on the 
one hand, and the Albanian Federation 
in America on the other, have mar- 
shaled their respective arguments on the 
Epirotic’case. The fact that the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee re- 
ported unanimously ‘in favor of Greece, 
and the additional fact that the Senate 
adopted unanimously the resolution on 
Epiyus, favoring Greece, is sufficient 
evidence that the Greek claim is just. 
The Albanians are not at all justified 
in trying to misrepresent the action of 
the Senate as partisan. The Democratic 
; Senators, especially Senator Hitchcock, 
took a very leading part in favor of the 
resolution on Epirus. President Wilson 
also has, by the joint note of the Allies 
and America to Italy, Dec. 9, 1919, 
agreed that the Province of Argyrocas- 
tro should go outrightato Greece and 
that the Province of Korytsa should be-.

Agriculture’s CropReport to 
be Poorest on Record. ~* 


. 


Less Attention Than Otherwise Is 
Paid to Credit Situation and 
Price Cutting Movement. 


: , * 

The Department of Agriculture’s first 
report on the condition of ‘the cotton 
crop, to be made public Wednesday,’ is 
expected to be the poorest on record, 
and because of this there is a tendency 
among cotton men to pay less attention 
than otherwise to ‘the general credit 
situation and the widespread movement 
to. cut: prices. Estimates based on. pri- 
vate crop reports average about 66 per 
cent. which would be nearly 10 per cent. 
below the condition at this time last 
year. The June report of 1919 was 75.6; 
in 1918 it was 82.3 and in 1917 it was 
the low record of 69.5. ‘The average for 
the June condition for the past ten years 
is 78.6 per cent. of the theoretical 
normal, 

With acreage substantially the same 
as last year, a condition of 66 per cent.” 
as of May 25, the daie the June report 
is .compiled, would reflect a probable 


slightly more. Such a crop, it is believed, 
would be entirely inadequate for the nor-

ACTIVITY. AT FIELDSTON. 


New Bullding Projects Feature 
Striking Architectural Designs. 


Novel architectural designs are em- 
bodied in a number of the new dwell- 
ings planned for plots at Fieldston. 

Dr. L. Duncan Buckley, head of the 
Skin and Cancer Hospital; has about 
completed a fleldstone residence, located 
on Livingston Avenue, adjoining. the 
home of his daughter and son-in-law, 
Dr. and Mrs. H. H. Janeway of the 
Memorial Hospital.

-on* Oct. 1. 


Unless steps are immediately started 
to forestall conditions, the moving-day 
situation on Oct. 1 will be the worst 
the eity has ever suffered, and will 
overwhelm both tenants and landlords 
with difficulties, according to New York 
City moving van men.. Many landlords 
are beginning to realize, it was said 
yesterday, that the movement toward 
Oct. 1 as a uniform leasing date for 
apartments, which-is now practically 
universally .accepted in the city, has 
brought many unforeseen troubles: Be- 
causé of the apartment shortage, moving 
congestion and the impogsibility of the 
moving van. men to meet the demand, 
much moving of new tenants into oc- 
cupied apartments and consequent argu- 
ments and litigation are expected. 

‘*We agree with the landlords that 
something should be done at once, or 
conditions will become unbearable,’’ said 
Charles S. Morris, President of the Van 
Owners’ Association. ‘There are so 
few new apartments that practically all 
moving will be from one occupied apart- 
ament to another. Alf the moving will 
be concentrated into a few days, and it 
will be impossible for many people to 
get from one apartment to the other, 
If they succeed in getting their fur- 
niture on a van, they will probably. find 
that the occupant of their new apart- 
ment has beén ynable to get out, and 
may invoke the aid of the law to con- 
tinue. S®orage warehouses all being 
full, the storing of valuable furgiture 
and fragile. decorations in lofts or on 
the sidewalks temporarily may make 
the landlord Hable to damages because 
of not turning over the apartment on 
time. 

** Instead of concentrating the moving 
into a few days, it should be scattered, 
and this can be done very simply. They 
haven't this trouble in Chicago now, and 
there is no reason why New Yorkers 
should continue to inflict this nuisance 
on themselves any longer.. It would be 
an easy matter for each landlord to 
make the leasing date ‘for one-third of 
his apartments Sept. 1, one-third: Oct. 1 
and the remainder Nov. 1. With such 
an arrangement the landlords can avoid 
much trouble and the tenants move in 
comfort. We shall be glad to confer 
with any tenant, landlord or city official 
on this subject.” 

Grant Wayne, President of the New 
York Furniture Warehousemen’s Asso- 
ciation, also indorsed the.modve for scat- 
tering the. leasing dates. ‘‘ We aim to 
give our patrons the best possible ser- 
vice, but it is beyond hyman ability. to
